It will therefore bo seen that tho various funds controlled by the College are generally 
in a s.'itisfactory condition, Tbo estimated balance however on the College fund is small 
and gives little margiu for unforeseen expenditure, and practically none for the exponrion.

Thaknr Rameshwar Siogh of Bandan'wara, Ajmer, Thalmr Go'rind Singh of Raipnr, 

"Marwar, and Raja Fashupati Fratap Singh of Bansi, D.P. Old boys of tho College presented 
a sum of Rs. 150 each for the pnichnse of 3 marble scats for the sides of tho approach 
road to the East, wing of the Ooliego. 
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Mahaiaj Fateh Singh of Jodhpur has promised to present annually a gold medal to 
be awarded to the student who in the Diploma examination does best in the combined 
Bobjects of Indian History, English History and Geography ; the stipnlation being made 
however that to win the medal a miuimhm of 50 per cent of the marks must bo obtained. 

I am glad to be able to record that all the buildings for which the College is responsi- 
ble are now supplied with electric power, derived from the power house of the B. B. & C. I. 
Eail'ss’ay, Ajmer. The relief thus afforded is very great and Iho thanks of the College 
are duo to those who subscribed to the “General Improvement Fund” which was started 
in 1923. Withont their generous assjatanco it would have been impossible to attempt the 
scheme. The Jaipur Darbar have been especially generous. In addition to installing the 
New Bhamtpur House, and the Jaipur State House, they contributed Rs. 15,0U0 to the 
General Scheme. Funds were also provided by the Commissioner, Ajmer-Merwara, for 
the installation of the Ajmer House, and by the Jodhpur Darbar for the installation of the 
Jodhpur House. It is hoped that other States will follow the example of Jodhpur and 
Jaipur and provide the necessary funds for the installation of their bouses, The sum 
required iu each case is not great, roughly about Rs. 2,500. 

The main part of the internal work was carried ontby the English Electric Company, 
Bombay, who were found to be both obliging and efficient. 

The contract for the mains was given to the Rnjputana Electric Syndicate, who also 
carried out their work in a satisfactory manner. 

The whole of the work was supervised by tho Executive Engineer, Ajmer, Mr. 
Olliff-Lee, to whom our thanks are also due. 

9. The course of studies was practically unchanged and is given in Annexuro L. 

Tho Diploma Examination was conducted in April 1925, under tho orders of tho 
Government of India, by Mr. R. Littlehailes, Ollg. Educational Commissioner with the 
Government of India. 

The result of all the Chiefs’ Colleges is given iu Annexuro M. 

Tho written examination lasted from 14th to 22nd April 192.5 while the oral and 
practical tests were taken by the examiner daring the inspection of the College. 

Eight candidates from tho Mayo College appeared for tho Diploma Examination, all 
of whom were successful. 

Two of the successful candidates wore placcrl in tho Second Division and 6 in tho 
Third. Two candidates gained distinctions in one or more subjects. 

Tho success of tho eight candidates In the Diploma E-vamination reffects immense 
credit on both the boys themselves and on the teaching staff, which was handicapped for 
fully half the school worlring year by tho absence of two of the English teachers. Tho 
natural ability of the majority of the candidates was below the average, and that they 
should have all proved successful is a tribute both to the industry of the boys and tho 
efficiency of the teaching.

Tho total number of boys in the three Post-Diploma classes was 7. 

One candidate Sahibzadah Slieikh Afzsiluddin Haider of Shaikhupur, Badaun 
appeared for tho Higher Diploma Examination and passed with credit. 

' The examination of tho 1st and 2nd Year Post-Diploma Classes and Classes II and 
Yll was conducted by means of written papers and that of tho lower classes was mainly 
oral. I ' ^

12. The annnnl prize-giving took place on tho 5th March 1925, when the Hon'blo 
Sir Robert Holland, c.s.!., CY.o., Agent to the Governor-General in 

Rajputana ptesidod and distributed prizes. 
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' Tlio prize-giving -was attended by H. H. the Maharnj Rana of Dliolpnr and the Raja 
Dhiraj of Sbahpnra and eomo 32 Old Boys and a large number of visitors both English 
and Indian wore also present. 

After prize-giving the guests were entertained by Mr. Leslie-Jones on the cricket 
ground. 

The Old Boys Gathering was hold in connection with the prize-giving Cricket, 
Football and Polo Matches were played between the Past and Present. 

A meeting of the General Council was held on the 'tth March 1925, when the 
Hon’ble the Agent to tlio Governor-General, Rajputana and 14 members and representatives 
of members were present. 

The Council deferred the consideration of the following questions to a subsequent 
meeting of the Council : — 

(1) Constitution of the 3Iayo College with rotorenco to a draft constitution framed 

at an informal discassion hold at Mount Abu. 

(2) Institution of a permanent Old Boys Advisory Committee ns drafted by H. H, 

the hlaharaja of Bikaner at an informal discussion hold at Mount Abu. 

(3) Appointment of a standing Financial Sub-Committee. 

(4) Establishment of an OiScors Training Corps. 

(5) Qualifications of Motainids. 

■With regard to the proposed changes in the course of tho Post-Diploma classes tho 
Vice-President of tho Council explained the action which had already boon taken by him 
in order to obtain tho sanction of the Government of India for tho proposed changes in 
the Higher Diploma Course., Further considoraiion of tho question was postponed. 

With regard to the ago for admission tho Council postponed a final decision in tho 
matior. They ho>YOVcr recorded their coucurrcnco with tho opinion of tho Managing 
Committee that the admission of any boy over the ago of 13 ye.arfl who has gained tho 
6|)ccial permission of tho Vico-Presidciit must depend upon bis satisfying tho Principal 
as regards his educational qualifications. 

A meeting of tho Managing Coramittoo was held on tho 3rd March 1925, when the 
Convener and 5 roprcsontatlvcs of members were present. 

(a) The Committee considered tho question uf tho appointment of a Snb-Committee 
to go into tho question of appointment of a good Sbastri and the provision of good 
religious instraction and resolved that owing to tho probability of Pandit Bulaki Ram 
returning to duty at tlic Oollcgo on Ist May 1925, there was no necessity to form tho 
suggested Sub-Committee. Tho Principal was asked to address tho Bharatpur Darbar, 
]>ointing out tho inconvonienco caused to the College by tho uncertainty of tho date of 
Pandit Bulaki Ram’s return to his appointment and to say that no further extension of tho 
Shastri's deputation to the Bharatpur Darbar could be considered unless it wero intended 
to re-engage him for a period of not less than five years, 

(ft) Tho Committee resolved that the Principal should endeavour to arrange for 
occasional lectures on Rajputana History and traditions for the upper olasscs. 

(c) It was resolved that it was not possible to mnko Riflo Shooting a part of tho 
cnrricnliim, but that if any parents or guardians were desirous of having such jnstructiou 
given and were willing to pay for the ammunition and tho Rifles, endeavours would bo 
made to give such boys tho desired instruction. 

(d) It was resolved that tho present mio with regard to the age of admission of 

boys to tho College shonld remain as it is and that in tho interpretation of it the Principal, 
should use his discretion. •.

Inspector's Report on the Mayo College. 


.Mayo College, Ajmer. 

{^Inspected an Fridat/^ the 13th March and on Monday^ the 16th March 1986'), 

Iiaaiiagement.— The General Cptmcil of the Mayo College contains a minority of 
officials and a large majority of ruling princes in Rajpntana, Central Indiai Bombay and 
Kashmir. The Managing Committee consists of an even larger majority of princes, 
mostly elected, and of only three officials. The conti'ol of the college is thus largdy vested . 
in the mling princes. 

_ , 1 

Finance.— The financial (position of the colle'ge is mnch more satisfactory than it 

'vras a few years back. At the end of the year 1921*2S, the college closed with a deficit on 
its current account of over Re, 5,000; at the end of the year 1924-25 this deficit was 
expected to be transformed into a sorplns of over a lakh of impees. The profits on the 
worhing of the college for the years 1922-23, 1923-24 and 1924-25 , were approximately 
Rs. 23,000, Rs. 36,000 and Rs. 45<000 re^eotively, while the expected profit for the year 
1925-26 is about Rs. 4,000. The Government grant amounts to Rs. 53,418 per annum. 
The large surplus during the year 1924-25 was due m^nly to the fact that two 
members of the staff, Mr. Leslie Jones and Mr. Fanshawe, were on leave for a great part 
of the year. Their leave allowances are met by the Government of India and not by the 
college authorities. The small surplus expected on the working of the college during 
1925-26 is due to two causes. One officer alone Mr. Madden will, for only a portion of the 
year, be on leave while additional payments have to be made to the European members 
of the staff in the shape of inoreased overseas pay together with arrears of overseas pay. 

The resnit of having all four European members of the staff fairly seidor in a cadre 
of 1JB.S. officers is that the establishment pay bill is heavy. 

Staff.— The majority of the members of the staff, European and Indian axe Govern* 
ment servants. There are four Europeon members. In a large College of this kind, which 
offers educational facilities aiming ultimately at a University graduate standard and whose 
students, ranging in age from 7 to 24, are divided for residential purposes into 17 houses ' 
and for instructional purposes into 12 classes this number appears to be the minimum 
number which can efficiently carry on the work. Jnstmction in Tgi^g linh alone up to the 
standard desired in the College apart from any supervisional, administrative or other 
instructional activities should occupy a large portion of the time of the European Staff 
employed,

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While the fllrcnglh -wciil np to nearly 200 Bomo years ngo-nhont 1911 yet the Principal 
cniiBidcra thot the present strength ia BuDicient if nndosirablc crowding is to be prevented. 
It is trno that with the smaller number of students more individual attention can bo given 
but I am inclined to think that the Principal is^rathor conservative in his estimate of the 
capacity of llio College. The strength decreased from 1911 till 1921 when it was below 
100, it has however, increased during recent years. 

Boarding.— house syslcra is in force in this college, various houses, separate 
buildings, 14 in number, holding any nnml)cr cf students upto about twenty, being 
maintained by the Slates from which the knmars come. In addition boarders are taken 
at the residences of the Principal and the Senior Assistants. As a kind of house master, 
u Motamid is appointed by each State subject to the approval of the Principal of the 
College. These Motamids reside in the houses, there being usually one to each house. 
Two questions were raised in my mind during and after my inspection. The first was 
whether the supervision exercised by Motamids over the Itnmars, is adequate, cilective and 
of iho right kind. Tlic second was whether the knmars are snbjcctcd to a snfiQciently 
offcctivo disciplino in their hoarding or house life. 

A system of Ijoarding houses with boys of largely varying ages, the youngest boy 
in the College ia about 7 years of age while the oldest boy ia nearly 21 years of age 
appears to lio fundamentally wrong in a scliemo which aims at tmining youtbs according to 
the lines of life in a public school. It can bo juslilied if n family home life is associated 
with it. The boarding house system, at tlic Mayo College, however, does not, except in 
tlic Principal'.s house, have a family home life associated with it. There are no arrange- 
ments for the kumars dining together, not even those belonging to the same honso. The 
value of the training at the Mayo College is in conscquciico diminished. The present 
system appc.ara to mo to lend towards exclusiveness and a consequential lack of breadth 
of outlook: it ia dillicuU, liowevor, to suggest, in view of tljo traditions and customs of the 
students and of this Oi<llcgc, any satisfactory clinngo which would bo practically possible. 
Tho question of the Motamids Is. 1 nndoratsind, receiving the attention of tho General 
Council of tlio College, but a common mess, one only for each house, cannot be introduced 
in face of the social customs prevailing, while tho sepamtion of tho older students who are 
grown up men, and of tlio younger boys, from tiro real secondary school students who 
form tho hulk of the residents is scarcely possilde in o system of state bouses, without 
eomo mutual arrangement between two or thrce“States. 

AtUlollos.— Many of tho kumara ride. Some play polo and tho college has a cadet 
corps. This is an interesting and UEcfnl side of tho college life. 

Rallfjlous training.— Most of tho knmars are Hindus and religious Instruction 
is given in the houses. 

Vornacular and Medium ol Instruction.— We arofacedinthis college as in 
other Chiefs Colleges with tho vernacular diCBcultics. Kumars, speaking in their homes no 
common language or dialect, arc collected hero from v'arious parts of India whore various 
languages and dialects arc spoken. All knmars aro taught English. Tho majority arc 
taught tho subjects of instruction in the lower classes through tho medium of Hindi 
tliough some have to recoivo instrnolion through Urdu and somo through Gujarati. In tho 
npper classes English is the medium of instruction. Tho knmars all understand Hindi 
and English. &. system, however, which docs not make any provision for instruction in 
tho vornaoulcr which tho hoy speaks in his own bomo cannot bo considered as educa- 
tionally perfect but I sec no practicable moans of getting over this difaoulty. Some of the 
languages or dialects spoken by these kumara in their own homes have, however, very 
little literature and appear to ho scarcely worthy of very serious study. Their neglect 
is thus not a very serious maltor. Although one object of their instruction is to make them 
good bi-lingual soiiolars in English and in one other tongno mainly Hindi, the kumars are 
most multilingual. 

EniiUDla.— Conversational English throughout tho College is generally good, quite a 
'high.Btandard being reached. The Diploma class was, however, unfortunately weaker 
’than one expects the highest class in the school to bo. The Principal ia of opinion that the 
class is much below the average of a diploma class. It is certainly not upto the average 
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ivhich is expected, taVitig into consideration the relatively high standard reached in some 
of the lower classes of the college. Considerable improvement is possible in ptonnneia- 
tion and in ennneiation. Greater in^stence on opening of the month while speahing is 
desirable. An elementary coarse on' phohctics would be a great advantage to these 
Btndents. It is donbtfnl whether they receive snfficient practice in neing .complete simple 
sentences and whether they grasp folly the -meanings of some of the words which they 
nse hnt which do not occur in the English text books which they are studying. 

Science.— A snitable bnt (Inite elementary practical course is carried out in the 
, Diploma class, the college being provided with very nice science laboratory accommodation. 
I think, however, that the boys in tins class after nndergolng practical work for four years, 
should be able to write down at once the total weights which they nse on a balance instead 
of writing down individually the separate weights and adding them up in their note bool^. 
The very elementary methods of work which are suitable when practical work is begnn 
are to be supersede^ by more difficult practice as the stndents advance. 

General li;nowledge.-The general knowledge of the Diploma class is not very, 
extensive. The kumars did not show that they had a sound grasp of die constitution for 
the governance of India or of the chief functions of the bodies included in the present 
constitution. It would be advantageous for these future rulers of States to have a sound 
knowledge of India in all its aspects. 

Post-Diploma Course.— The Post-diploma course is financed entirdy by 
special contributions from the ruling princes. There is only one student in JKe highest 
class and the standard reached Is scarcely up to that of a satisfactory university degree. 
A class of a single student is scarcely ever satisfactory, ITie spirit of emulation is absent. '
